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To_the  Chairman  and  Members  of_the  Machynllet bUrban^District ^Council 
Mr .Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  my  duty  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  for  1964  on  the  health 
and  sanitary  conditions  in  your  area. 

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT  1947  Section  47 

This  deals  with  the  removal  from  their  homes  of  people,  generally 
elderly,  who  are  living  in  insanitary  conditions  and  who  are  unable  to 
look  after  themselves  and  who  are  not  receiving  help  from  others  and  are 
in  such  a state  that  their  conditions  are  prejudicial  to  their  health. 

The  Council  will  recall  that  in  196}  I was  concerned  about  such 
an  elderly  gentleman,  but  on  an  undertaking  by  his  neice  to  look  after  him 
he  was  allowed  to  remain  at  home.  He  was  taken  ill  during  1964  and  removed 
to  hospital  where  he  died* 

One  other  similar  case  in  the  town  concerns  a woman  living  in  a Council 
house  which  she  has  permitted  to  get  into  a deplorable  state,  and  also  her 
own  person.  This  house  is  going  to  be  cleaned  by  the  Council  and  it  is 
hoped  that  Horae  Help  will  be  provided  and  regular  visits  from  the  Mental 
Health  Worker  will  result  in  some  improvement  and  maintenance  of  such  improve- 
ment of  conditions.  If  conditions  deteriorate  here  it  may  be  necessary 
to  consider  action  under  this  Section. 

VITAL  STATISTICS. 

There  were  28  live  births  giving  a rate  of  15*47  per  1,000  population 
compared  with  11. 4l  in  1963. 

Of  these  two  were  illegitimate  births.  There  were  no  home  confinements, 
no  still  births  and  no  premature  births. 

There  were  no  infant  deaths  in  the  first  year  of  life. 

There  were  26  deaths  giving  a rate  of  14.36  per  1,000  population  -compared 
with  16.30  in  1963*  Of  these  16  deaths  occurred  in  people  over  the  age  of 
75  years. 

HOUSING 

During  the  year  work  was  started  on  the  building  of  44  houses  and  8 
bungalows  for  the  elderly  at  Tregarth.  The  bungalows  will  be  provided  with 
a Warden  Service. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION 

There  is  a two  day  collection  in  the  town  and  the  tip  is  regularly  baited 
for  rats. 

SLAUGHTERHOUSE 

The  Public  Health  Inspector  carries  out  100#  meat  inspection  at  the 
local  slaughterhouse. 

WATER  SUPPLY 

The  Montgomeryshire  Water  Board  is  responsible  for  the  provision  of 
water  in  the  Urban  District  and  samples  taken  from  time  to  time  have  been 
satisfactory.  Renewal  of  mains  was  carried  out  at  Iorwerth  Terrace. 

SEWERAGE 

Difficulties  were  experienced  with  the  quality  of  effluent  from  the 
Sewage  Disposal  Works.  Discussion  took  place  between  representatives  of 
the  Council  and  the  Ministry  at  Cardiff  regarding  the  maintenance  of  the 
Sewage  Disposal  W0rks  and  the  Council's  Consulting  Engineers  were  asked  to 
report  on  these  conditions.  Their  report  was  received  in  February,  1965. 
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FLOODING 


On  the  night  of  December  12/l3th.  extensive  flooding  with  much  damage 
occurred  in  the  Dovey  Valley, 

Minor  flooding  occurred  in  22  houses  in  the  Town.  There  was  fairly 
extensive  flooding  in  two  farm  houses  with  a heavy  loss  of  hay.  The 
slaughterhouse  was  flooded  to  a depth  of  l8M  but  caused  only  slight  damage. 
The  Central  Electricity  Board,  Machynlleth  * B*  Power  Station  was  severely 
flooded  and  put  out  of  action  for  some  weeks. 

The  Sewage  Disposal  Works  were  badly  flooded  and  the  refuse  tip  suffered 
fairly  extensive  flooding. 

No  roads  or  pavements  received  extensive  damage. 

I should  like  to  express  to  my  colleagues  - the  Clerk,  the  Public 
Health  Inspector  and  to  the  Office  Staff  my  sincere  thanks  for  their 
co-operation  and  help  and  to  the  Council  my  thanks  for  its  interest  in 
the  field  of  Public  Health.
